fhops and Bifhops ofthe Kingdom, the 
thirty two Palatinés, the staroft of Sa- 
thogitia, the Caftellans of Cracow, 
Wilna, and Torki, andthe ten Great Officers of 
Poland and Lithuania; each of thefe two Eftates 
having its Great Marfhal, Great Chancellor, Vice- 


_,. Chancellor, Great Treafurer, and Under-Marhhal. 


The King nominates thefe Senators, or rather con- 
fers the Offices to which the Dignity of Senator is 
annexed, which is for Life to fach as once enjoy it; 
and the King makes them take an Oath to be faith- 
ful tothe Republick. The Poles fet a higher Va- 
Jue upon this Dignity of Senator, than upon that 
of Prince of the Empire. 

- In the General Dyets, the Senators are placed on 
the Right and Left of the King, each according to 
his Rank and Dignity, and not according to the 
Date of his Admiffion, They approve with the 
King all the Conftitutions propofed by the Nuncio’s, 
or Deputies of the Nobility. [fit fo fhould happen, 
that the King fhould undertake to ftretch his Au- 
thority beyond the Laws of the Kingdom, and the 
Liberties he has fworn to maintain, the Senate 
would be gbliged to remind him of his Oath, but al- 
ways with that Refpe& which is duetohim. For 
this Reafon, the King ought always to have at 
leaft four Senators about his Perfon, to aflift him 
with their Advice, and to hinder his tranfacting a- 
ny Thing that can affect their Privileges. 

Befide the great Officers of Poland and Lithuania, 
each of thefe Countries has others which are not 
Senators 5; namely, a Secretary, a Referendary, a 
Great General, an Under-General, a Great Stand- 
ard-Bearer, aGreat Chamberlain, a Mafter of the 
Horfe, and a Great Steward. 

There are moreover Under-Senators in this Re- 
publick ; to wit, the thirty three Great Caftellans, 
and the forty nine Little Caftellans, who ftill have 
their Places in the Senate in the General Dyets. 

The Nobility is very confiderable in Poland, in 
regard none but the Noblemen can enjoy Offices or 
Digiities in the State; and to be entitled to hold 
any Office, the Nobleman muft have an Eftate in 


Land iu the Country where his Office is fituate: So 
that a Lord, whofe Bftate lies altogether in Poland, 
cannot have an Office in Lithuania. 

it is the Nobility who are entitled to defend the 
Laws and Liberties of the Kingdom, to make new, 
to enlarge their own Privileges, and to maintain 
them whenever they are attacked. And whereas 
the Noblemen are fo numerous, that all of them 
cannot affift at the General Dyets, Petty Dyets are 
hejd‘in all the Palatinates, from each of which'they 
fend three Nuncio’s, or Deputies, to the General 
Dyet. The Cities of Cracow, Dantzick, and Wil- 
na, have likewife a Right to fend Deputies to the 
General Dyet, which Deputies always fit in the 
Chamber of Nobles. 

As foon as the General Diet is met, the Mem- 
bers of it proceed to the Election of a Marfhal of the 
Nuncio’s, who muft be chofen out of one of the three 
Nations, either Great Poland, Little Poland, or 
the Great Dutchy of Lithuania. This Officer has a 
vaft Intereft in the Diet; itis he that impofes Si- 
Jence upon the Nobility ; he is their Speaker to the 
King and Senate, and propofes whatever the Nobles 
defire: And for this Reafon the Court takes efpeci- 
al Care to attract his Friendfhip; as when the Dy- 
et is met toele& him, the Candidates leave no Stone 
untura’d to gain the Intereft of the Court. 

Inthe Petty Dyets, as well as in the General 
ones, every Thing propofed muft pafs with una- 
nimous Confent. If a fingle Gentleman oppofes 
what the others would do, the Petty Dyet can 
fend no Nuncio from that Palatinate, nor have a 
Vote in the General Dyet. It isthe fame. Thing in 
the Great Dyets, which can Jaft but fix Weeks : 
A fingle Nuncio, who isof a contrary Opinion to 
all the others, makes the Affembly break up, and 
hinders their coming to any Conclufion. 

At fuch Times as the Kingdom is attacked, the 
King fends out thrice his Univerfalia, or Circular 
Letters, to fummon the Arrear-Ban; and then 
none isexempt from bearing Arms, but the Chan- 
cellors, the Senators, and the Starofts that are Go- 
vernours of the Frontier Places. This Arrear- 
Ban formsan Army of above 200,009 Men ; but

the Nobility are feldom above fix Weeks in the 
Field, nor are they obliged to march above three 
Leagues out of the Kingdom. ‘They have ftill the 
Privilege, to have no Soldiers, nor even Officers, 
) age in their Houfes. They cannot be tried 
or any Crime, but in the General Dyet; nor can 
they be arrefted before they are convicted of the 
Crime that is laid to their Charge. 

As for their ordinary Courfe of Juftice, it is ad- 
minifter’d inthe interior Courts, above which are 
three General Tribunals 5 one at Cracow, for Great 
‘Poland and Pruffia ; the fecond at Lublin, for 
‘Little Poland and Polith Ruffia; and the third at 
“Wilna, for Lithaania and Samogitia.

-General: And as his Majefty is defirous of prefer- 
Ving fo ftri& and valuable a Friendhhip, founded 
On mutual Advantages in Commerce, he thinks it 
proper to acquaint their Lordfhips, that he ftands 
obliged to aflift his Imperial Majefty, incafe of a 
War, Ge. as in our laft. 

’Tis very ftrange to think, that the Treaty of 
Hapover, which is purely defenfive, and wifely 
calculated for preferving the Peace and Balance of 
Power, fhould be fo offenfive to the Emperor and 
King of Spain; whereas the Treaty of Vienna, par- 
Aicularly with Refpeé to the Commerce of the O- 
ftend Company to the Indies, will, inall Probabi- 
lity, create new Troubles in Burope ; fince ’tis e- 
wident, that the faid Commerce is a great Infrac- 
tion of the Treaty of Munfter. And ’tis remark- 
able, that this was owned to be fo eyenin the Me- 
morial which the Spanife Minilter delivered to the 
Court of G. Britain the sth of April1724. Up- 
on the whole, there can furely be no Reafon to 
doubt, but that all the other Provinces will follow 
the good Example of that of Holland, notwithftan- 
diag the contrary is fuggefted by fome People, who 
take what has been done, to be by way of Compli- 
ment only. But ’tis expetted, that fome effectual 
Methods will be taken to prevent the pernicious 
Praétice of the Stockjobbers.
